Among the Buffaloes. 


Whoever desires to shoot a buffalo 
on the soil of America must do it very 
soon, It is said, by good authority, 
that there are now left on the Contin- 
ent but two large herds. Of course 
there are a good many scattering 
groups yet to be found; but the red 
men are rapidly procuring the best 
weapons, and the number of English- 
men and Americans who glory in the 
hunt is increasing with every year, 
and at the rate at which the lords of 
the prairies have been slaughtered for 
some time past, there will scarcely be 
a buffalo in the country five years 
hence, 

State legislatures may do what they 
please in trying to protect this noble 
game from destruction, but it will be 
all in vain. The laws are not enforced, 
and cannot be enforced without the 
presence of an army larger than that 
required to keep the Indians in subjec- 
tion, and to any one at all conversant 
with the country it seems certain that 
the péor buffalo “must go.” 

The pursuit of this noble game is 
most inspiring sport, and a chapter of 
the actual experiences of a hunting- 
party for a month would prove 
very attractive reading. It would 
be . sometimes terribly thrilling, 
and at others indescribably laughable, 
for both tragedy and comedy have 
their place in this wild life. Suppose I 
give a single instance of each ? 

A few years ago a gentleman from 
one of the Eastern states spent some 
weeks in the buffalo country, and dur- 
ing his stay had the following very re- 
markable experience. He had been 
out one day for several hours without 
finding game, and, as the weather was 
excessively hot, had stopped to test be- 
neath a large cotton-wood tree, which 
stood on a gently sloping hill about 
half-way up its side. He laid his rifle 
on the gross beside him, and had near- 
ly fallen asleep, when he was roused 
by asound asif an rmy were march- 
ing past. 

Accustomed to life on the prairies, 
he instantly guessed what it meant, 
and springing to his feet and glancing 
in the direction whence the sound 
came, he saw a herd of a thousand 
buffaloes pouring over the hill ata 
terrific pace, and coming directly to- 
ward him. 

Quick as thought he saw what he 
must do, and in less time than it takes 
to tell i., he had bidden himself away 
behind the trunk o* t 6 tree under 
where boughs he had been reclining. 

fle knew the herd must divide in 
passing the tree, and at the speed they 
they wore going it seemed probable 
that the tes would rush past with- 
put tioirg him. 

On came the great herd with thun- 
dong tread, and, dividing right and 
teft. swept past the tree on either side 
so closely that he could have touched 
them with hishand. He supposed they 
were simply running tw rid themselves 
of flies, as they frequently do on a hot 
day; but as the last of the herd went 
by, he saw a strange spectacle. 

One of the cow buffaloes was carry- 
ing upor her shoulders, and staggering 
under ths weight of, an enormous 
panther. The monster's claws were 
gunk in the animal’s shoulders aad 
back, while his terrible teeth were in 
heir throat. Evidently she had been 
running thus for some time, for she 
show:d signs of weariness, and at 
every leap she uttered a low moan. 

It war a strange sight to our hunter, 
though the scene itself is doubtless re 
peated every day. 

It is no unusual thing for panthers 
to conceal themselves near a watering- 
place, and spring upon their victims 
unawares. They usually select the 
cows, know*1g them to be less capable 
of long endurance; and after riding 
them, as in this case, till, faint with 
loss of blood, they fall upon the prairie, 
the panthers take their meals at leisure. 
What seems singular is that, if the 


where the hunter stood. Obviously he 
was now going for the hunter. 

The man had only a single-barreled 
rifle, and so, springing behind the tree, 
he drew his long hunting-knife and 
nerved himself for a terrible conflict. 

To his surprise, the wounded animal 
did not attack him, but sprang up 
into the tree with all possible speed. 

The foliage was dense and heavy, 
and in a moment the great beast was 
out of sight. He supposed, however, 
that this was only done by the panther 
to obtain a foothold for springing upon 
its enemy, its usual custom, For a 
moment or two he stood grasping his 
knife, looking upward and dreading 
the attack. 

But to his amazement the creature 
did not spring, and as it still kept up 
ah angry, groaning sound, he con- 
cluded that it must be badly wounded, 
and that, perhaps, ere it fully recoy- 
ered for the attack, he might reload his 
rifle. 

So, thrusting his knife into the bark 
of the tree, that it might be ready for 
instant use, and keeping careful watch 
for the movements of his dreaded foe, 
he managed quietly to reload his rifle. 
Then creeping softly around the 
cotton wood,he peered carefully through 
the branches till he saw the panther 
crouched on_ a large limb, about thirty 

frora ground. — 

The beast.did not see him, and its 
side was now fairly exposed. Every- 
thing depended upon this shot, for if 
he missed, or only slightly wounded 
the creature, it might cost him his 
life. With a steady nerve, and a silent 
prayer to Him who holds both life and 
death in his hands, he raised his rifle 
and pulled the trigger. As the sharp 
crack of the rifle rang out, it was 
drowned by a piercing scream from 
the panther, who sprang wildly into 
the air, shot through the heart, and 
fell dead not ten feet from where the 
hunter was standing, 


Looking over the whole matter, he 
concluded that the panther had not 
seen him at all, but that when stri -k 
by the first ball, he supposed he was in 
some way hurt by the buffalo, and that 
he ran to the tree as the best place to 
escape from the rest of the herd. 


Whether the injured buffalo recov- 
ered from her wounds, he had no 
means of knowing, for he did not 
follow up the trail. 

But now for an incident of the 
laughable sort. 

A couple of gentlemen, H—— and 
M—— went into the region of the 
Bad Lands of Montana, for the double 
purpose of hunting and taking photo- 
graphic views of the scenery. Like 
all persons who visit the Far West, 
they were ambitious to shoot a buffalo. 
It was not long before an opportunity 
was afforded them to show their skill 

One day they noticed several dark 
objects on the prairie two miles dis- 
tant, and by the aid of their glasses, 
they made out that a small group of 
buffaloes were lying there in the sand. 

Riding to a little grove about half a 
mile distant from the game, they dis- 
mounted and erept through the sage 
brush, , till they came to a little 
eminence which overlooked the buffa- 
loes, now only one hundred and fifty 
yards away. 

Here they carefully singled out a 
couple which were now standing, and 
actually tumbled them over upon the 
prairie, where they lay kicking and 
bellowing at a fearful rate. The rest 
of the herd scampered away a few 
rods, but, attracted by the cries and 
antics of their wounded companions, 
they soon stopped and stood stupidly 
looking at them. .. 

One old bull, more daring than the 
rest, began walking around the fallen 
ones to see what the trouble was. He 
at length came between the wounded 
animals and the hunters, and stood 
‘still for a few minutes, with head 
erect and every muscle ready for action 
—a noble picture. It was so tempt- 
ing that H—— raised his rifle and fired 
at him. He was badly wounded, but 
did not fall, and as the rest of the herd 


monster seen by the buialoes, they 


took the alarm and scampered AWAy, 


at a speed which compelled their 
retreat. When at a safe distance,how- 
ever, M—— suggested to his com- 
panion: 

“Now, H——, ll go round by that 
ledge and attract the old fellow’s atten- 
tion, and you plant your camera just 
beside that ash-tree, and then we shall 
get a magnificent view of him.” 

H—— assented, but with an inward 
feeling that he would like to exchange 
places with his companion. 

Away went M——, and shortly 
afterward he appeared on the opposite 


get his plates in readiness, and during 
this time the bull again lay down, but 
this time in the sage-brush, so that 
they could not exactly place him; but, 
with tripod in hand, the photographd 
went carefully down the ravine. 


Before he was aware how near he 
was getting to him, up sprang the 
wounded bull with a mad roar and 
with fury in his eyes. Foran instant 
he glared at the intruder, and then, 
with a tremendous bellow, he started 
for him. 

The photograph man dropped his 
machine andfled. The bull first struck 
the machine, which he shivered into a 
thousand atoms, and then kept on 
after its owner. 

With all his power, the poor fellow 
sprang through the sage-Drush, with 
hair on end and coat-tail extended, and 
the bull close at his heels. 

It was ludicrous beyond description. 
M—— stood on the opposite ledge, and, 
despite the imminent danger of his 
friend, was nearly unmanned by laugh- 
ter. But he saw that something must 
be done, and when the mad buffalo 
was not more than eight feet distant 
from the flying photographer, M—— 
raised his rifle and sent a ball through 
the animal, which dropped dead in 
his tracks. 


as a trophy of victory, and after pick- 
ing up the fragments of the camera, 
with its supporting tripod, they sought 
their horses, and journeyed on with 
the settled determination not to 
attempt to photograph another wounded 
buffalo, unless it should be at long 
range and from a safe hiding-place. 


‘Tho Sting of the Bee. 

If we press the abdomen of the bee 
or wasp, 80 as to cause the sting to 
protrude, we should ‘naturally think 
that the sharp, dark-colored instrument 
was the sting itself. This, however, 
is not the case. The real sting isa 
very slender instrument, nearly trans- 
parent, keen!y pointed, and armed on 
one edge with a row of barbs. So ex- 
actly docs the sting resemble the many 
barbed arrows of certain savage tribes 
that, if the savages had possessed 
microscopes, we should certainly have 
thought that they borrowed the idea of 
the barb from the insect. What we 
see with the unaided eye is simply the 
sheath of the sting. Many savages 
poison their spears and arrows, and 
here also they have been anticipated 
by the insect. But the sting is infinite- 
ly superior to the arrow poison. No 
poison that has yet been made, not 
even the terrible wourali, or curare, as 
it is sometimes called, ean retain its 


‘strength after long exposure to the 


air. The upas poison of Borneo, for 
example, loses its potency in two or 
three hours. But the venom of the 
sting is never exposed to the air at all. 
It is secreted by two long thread-like 
glands, not nearly so thick as a human 
hair, and is then received into a little 
bag at the base of the string. When 
the insect uses its weapon it contracts 
the abdomen, thereby forcing the sting 
out and compressing the venom-bag. 
By the force of thestroke which drives 
the sting into the foe its base is pressec 

the yvenom-bag and a small 
amount of poison driven into the 
wound. As a rule, if the bee or wasp 
be allowed to remain quiet, it will with- 
draw its sting, but as the pain causes 
a sudden jerk, the barbed weapon can- 
not be withdrawn, and the whole ap- 
paratus of sting, poison-bag and glands 
is torn out of the insect, thereby caus

In Americathe 
various forestry associations have 
within a few months given to the 
world much valuable information upup 
the subjects of forests, their intluence 
upon climate, the several modes of and 
the imperative necessity for ease 
new to take the place of oll ones, an 
many facts of intefest about the ex- 
tent of the injury which has been clone 
by the destruction of timber in this 
and in other lands. The rec nt dis 
cussion in Congress of the duty | upon 
lumber served to place bofore the pub- 
lic information few to them in regard 
to the rapid rate at which the must 
valuable timber in America is «lisap- 
pearing, 

The subject is one which d rectly 
and largely concerns farmers, because 
u them the effect of the destruction 
of the forests falls first and most se 
verely. Manufacturers are injured «li- 
rectly and seriously only where they 
must depend largely upon water fur 
power, or where large quantities of 
water are required otherwise in their 
work. But steam is in must 
places almost as availabie a, i 
fot even to, wutor-puwer, 
and the manufacturer can therefure 

to get along with a small snp- 

ply of water. The farmcr must have 
water in abundance, and at the prup2r 
season, else he cannot carry on ‘us 
business successfully. There nol 
exists a reasonable doubt that to sup- 
ly of water for agricultural purposes 
epends largely upoa the exiscenve of 
forests. There are countrics—-like 

Palestine, for example—which once 

were fruitful gardens, whe-e Gense 

population lived in comfort and |.x- 
uty. They are bow become bare and 
sun-scorched wast«s, where wild beasts 
dispute with man the possession of the 

verty-stricken land. The Russians 

large Transcausian forests in 
their struggle with the Circassians, 
and by so d»ing transformed the coun- 
try from a furtile land into a lesert, 
simply through the cutting off of rain. 
Rain has deserted the Mauritius, Ja- 
maica, tho Azores, and several of the 
smaller West India islands, because 
they have born denuded of their for- 
ests. No soomer had these been 
stripped of their forests than springs 
and rivulets ceased to flow, the rain- 
fall became irregular, and even the de- 
position of dew was almost entirely 
checked. Young as it is, our own 
country furnishes proof enough to con- 
vinee the skeptical that evil effects re- 
sult certainly from stripping the 
land of its forests. The Ohio and 
other va@leys have been submerged 
by floods which have swiftly 
flowed down from the hills, where, had 
the forests been preserv d, the water 
Would have absorbed by the 
leaves, the vegetable mold and the soil, 
which have bico o dried and washed 
away by successive freshets. That 
water would have been retained as in 
a vast natural reservvir, to percolate 
slowly through, to form springs, rivu. 
lets and rivers. New Enguiand is al- 
ternately flooded and parch-d; yet the 
destruction of forests continues. Ip 
the timbered West the land is not so 
hilly, and therefore the erosion of th: 
soil is slight, as the water flows more 
slowly, and a greater quantity is ab- 
rofbed by the soil. 

The fertility of Egypt has been enor- 
mously increased by tree planting. 
Mehemet Ali planted some 2,000,000 
trees on the Delta, and his succe ‘sors 
followed up the work. The resut is 
that the rainfall ruse from six to forty 
inches. In France and in Algiers ex- 
tensive areas have been planted with 
gums and other trevs, and now the 
quantity of dew and rain which fal's 
is double what it was formerly. In 
this country the very general habit of 
making houses, barns and other build- 
ings of wood, instead of using more 
lasting brick and _ stone, has 
greatly encouraged the wanton 
Waste of timber. This is especialy 
true of the West. The clearing of 
lands for the plow has done even 
more than lumbermen have to change 
the climate and the face of the coun- 
try; for the lumbermen takes only the 
larger trees, leaving the younger and 
smaller ones to grow and protect the 
if this young growth could 

preserved from spoliation, it would 
in a few years become in itself more 
valuable than the land upon which it 
stands will be for crop-growing; and 
it would, besides, bave an ind'rect 
value which cannot be easily estima- 
ted, as the conservator of the conditions 
ira make profitable agriculture pos- 

ble, 

In the evidently increasing interést 
in forestry in America there exists 

reasons for believing that the 
work of despoiling the forests will be 
checked, and the work of repairing 
the injury already done will be fairly 
begun, before this generation shall 
have passed away. Upon the farmers 
the work of restoration will fall; and 
the farmers will be the first to reap the 
reward. Itis stated that from land 
planted to forest trees wisely selected 

a better profit can be obtained from 

the timber, and the crops which may

tween the young trees, than can be got 
in any of the ordinary methods of crop- 
ing. How great the other benefits will 
¢ no man now living can tell.—Cht 
eago Tribune.

Even now, although 
the call for them has slackened off 
since the holidays, whenever a stranger 
comes in I find myself instinctively 
moving over toward the owls, expect- 
ing they are what is wanted, I don’t 
know why the ular taste has 
rushed so in that tion any further 
than that it appears to be uneof those 
inexplicable crazes that peop'e do not 
try to account for further than by say- 
ing: ‘It’s the fashion,’ * But I have 
stocked up again with all sorts of owls, 
and am ready and wi for the craze 
to boom right along, 
better than ever before, That great 
snowy owl, the largest and most beau- 
tiful of the family, is worth $25. I 
have snowy owls as low as $15, $12 
and even $10, but not. such a superb 
specimen as that. Yet I used to be 

to get $8 or $10 for the very best 
of them. Those great horned owls are 
worth $10.edch. 4fho barred, long- 
eared and short-eared owls (the latter 
sometimes known as the swamp of 
meadow owl) are worth $4 each. 
Batred owls made into a screen are 
worth $6. They are not much wanted 
in fancy forms, however, either as 
screens or in flying attitudes. The 
owl’s strongest suit is his dignity, and 
he shows the best in repose. The 
screech owls are Worth $2.50 ead. 
The Arcadian owls are thé smallest 
found in this section of the country, 
not bigger than quails; and the Sawit 
owls, from somewhere away out West, 
are not more than half their size. They 
command pretty good prices, as the 
are rarer than t others, but still 
never any@hing like the big ones. All 
the fine large owls come from Canada 
as a rule, but this season two hand- 
some snowy owls were shot over in 
Jersey City. Another was shot on 
Riker’s hospital and another up by 
Bellevue hospital. Owls the only 
birds used for screens? Oh, no; not 
by any means. Herons, hawks and 
gulls are also used, and, indeed, many 
others, The handsomest is the white 
heron, which, when spread out so as 
to make a sort of halo of wings and 
tail while perched naturally on one 
leg, is worth $15. All the prices Ihave 
named are for owls mounted complete 
and life-like.”
